A year later he failed

ator on the Republican ticket against 
Senator Beveridge 
He was elected 


governor in 190-*. 


HEADED "FLYING SQUADRON.'^ 
When his term expired In 1909 ha 


became an active worker in the pro- 
hibition cause and for five years 
toured at the head of a body o! Pro- 
hibition lecturers known as the "Fly- 
ing Squadron." In 1915 the "flying 
squadron foundation" was incorpor- 
ated, with Mr Hanly at its head. 


In 1916 he was the unsuccessful can- 


didate of the Prohibition party for 
president. He was the publisher of 
two papers in Indianapolis, the Nat- 
ional Enquirer, a weekly, which he 
founded in 1915, and the Indianapolis 
Commercial, a daily. 


As president of the 'Flying Squad- 


ron" foundation he was preparing to 
launch a nation-wide fi^ht for the 
rlectlon of dry congressmen to main- 
tain the law, a campaign to be con- 
tinued as planned bv him.

HP said he wanted work and gave 
Kiss Sanders an address in another town 
of this atate. Miss Sanders sent him to 
the labor bureau to inquire for work, 
telling him that if he took a job In th« 
city, she would give him the clothes that 
he needed. The man went there and tb«n 
to the place reeommened for him and 
accppted tha Job. 
He then cams to ihe Social Service 


Bureau and Hiss Sanders gave him coat, 
shirt, rest! and trousers. The man walk- 
ed out of the office but never nhowed 
up for "work and has not been seen since 
by any of the persons to whom he applied 
for aid. Miss Sanders, in the meantime, 
had called by long distance this town 
he had said hft came from. She waa In- 
formed by the social worker there that 
t nere wae no street by that name, but 
that sho would try to find if the young 
man cad ever lived there and let Hiss 
Sandsrs know by mail. 


SHOULD NOT BE FED 


"If a. young man, twenty-three years 


old and In good health, is worthy, he 
nill not have to be tramping aiound the 
country looking for a job when there ia 
so much work to be done. Many of these 
men gains about the country in this way 
have deserted their families and shoulc 
not be fed by •women of the city. Thai

such districts are, Terrace Garden 
seems destined to be one of the mcs:

wide curving streets, large lots, am!
